Hobs, May 26,

Io previous Iotters I informed you that 
Goneral Ku-hung-kuk was the loader of 
tho now party and had been declared King 
of Contral Formosa. Later ‘vents chow 
that thia worthy, who roturned to his 
palace aome time ago, is: to all appoorances 
left out in thecold, Whethor the Governor 
(or President) has bestowed a fow. choice 
officos upon him is: difficulé to ascortuin. 
“Ho was the originutor of the now movo- 
ment, ot, at least, the firat to put it into 
stfect, and at his meeting with the then 
Governor wanted that dignitary to dis- 
tinctly understand that if this wont through 
he (Gonoral Ku) was to be king. Although 
the idea was grasped as a good thing, the 
Governor prucceded to slowly lower the 
temperature until at present, wo find the 
poor old inventor, apparently completely

Soveral days ago, the soldiers aot 
Chang-hwa relieved the monotony of camp

TRE SPECTATOR ON THE FAR 
. VASTERN QUESIION. 

Discussing tha Japanese terms of penos, 
ea known imperteotly in Zngland on 2th 
April, the Spectator saya:—The real question 
for discussion ie whether Japan, sither by 
influence or under the terms of a. written 
treaty, can make of Chinn a useful ally, and 
that depends entirely upon on unknown 
faotor,—the readiness of the average Chinese 
to submit to Japanese leadership. -If they 
are ready, we stand, we may depend on it, 
on the brink of a very groat. aud strange 
alteration ia the polities and probably in the 


doubts for o moment that if.China would 
consgot to train ber soldiera undor Frenob 
officers, or German officers, or Anglo-Indian 
officers, and leave such offlcers unoheoked 
power, she would within, ten years possess a 
moet formidable army, one quite equal to 
contesting with KRuasia. the poasession of 
Northern Asis, for aoldiers, regularly 
psid, scientifically led, and unhesitatingly 
Hoyged for indiscipline, would be as good as 
any inthe world; their reserves might ha 
endless, and their eupplies, even as matters 
atand now, when the ‘soldiers’ areonly a 
scattered horde of heli-armed roughe, have. 
never given out, Wa know the Chiness 
will uot, even in extremity, consent to take 
this coura¢; bat they may, as Colonel 
Maurice has already suggested, sccept 
Japanese inutrnators, who are of their own 
racz, aud who know how to manage 
them, ond if they do, the Chinese 
will be os well-trained as if 
they had, consented to employ Eu. 
rupean meroenarice,” Whether they will 
consent we have no means of telling, for the 
depths of the Chineeo mind ara inscrutable; 
but their rulers will be willing, they bave 
no religious prejudices against tho Japdnese 
snoh os divide. them from the Western 
magicians,’ and in Macohuria tho common 
people have repeatedly oxpressed their 
preferenoa for thom as ogainst the Man- 
darios. It would be ridiculous, and worse 
than ridiculous, in a foreigner, to try to 
predict the result of Japanese efforts in this 
direction; but that they intend to try to 
organiaa the Chinese and to be Captains of 
Industry in Olina, we have no doubt 
whatever, any more then we have that if 
they sucoced they will diepose of a mass of 
power, the weight and momentum of which 
Europe in Asis will hava much oocasion to 
dread. That this possibility of dread is, 
however, justification for threatening 
Japon with war, we are wholly unable to 
admit. She and China alike hayo a right 
to ally themselves if they please—aa 
mach right as, Russia and France—and 


the forts had commenced fring on the 
Japavese man-of-war. The latest nows 
from up the river says that the new silver 
seal of the Republic was carried through 
tho streets of Taipehfu yeaterday by a big 
procession of troops and officors. - Dr Mertz, 
the German Consul, sent 4. letter to the 
now President, addregsing bim still as Gov- 
crnor, and protesting against his blocking 
the ‘port with torpedos in time of peace, 
thus disturbing trade.
